Unless you live in a caye—in which case, lay in plenty of 

freeze-dried food and stay just where you are—you by now are 
rofoundly confused about the ssibility of a major earthquake 
ereabouts in the next few weebs. 

A respected climatologist named Iben Browning s 
summer that chances are 50-50 that a big 
Madrid Fault in Southeast Missouri on or about Dec. 3. 

This got people so hot and bothered that one poll showed that 
a.full 18 percent of the people surveyed we: Fennin, “to leave 
‘town on Dec. 3. That means that some 450, people will be 
trying to cross the Missouri or the Mississippi River bridges at 
the same time, so you'd better leave right now. 

This kind of panic caused a res ted panel of earthquake 
experts to get together a-couple of weeks ago and suggest that 
Dr. Browning’s claims had roughly the same credibility as those 
of the guy who said he saw Elvis bagging groceries at the 
Crystal City IGA. 

Nonetheless, the experts said it was a wise idea to prepare for 
an earthquake anyway: Sooner or later, we'll have one, and 
almost certainly before the year 2040, which will cause big 
traffic problems because the 1-270 and 
won't be dene yet. 

Prudent people are preparing, including those where I work. 
One of the things our earthquake experts did was sent out a 
questionnaire to everyone on the staff, asking us to list our 
special talents and abilities that might Belp in a disaster. 

I found this to be most distressing. Not because it's a bad 
idea—it’s a great idea. But because it reminds me that all of the 
skills I’ve worked hard to develop are, well, useless.

Mike Shanahan wants to 
make a deal. 

Shanahan, chairman of the 
board and general partner of 
the Blues, said he would give 
his consent to move the team 
to a new downtown arena 
the city gives the ice hockey 
team a bigger chunk of the 
revenue pie. 

The Blues currently receive 
revenue from tickét sales and 
broadcast rights. The city gets 
any money collected through 
parking, concessions and 
advertising revenue from 
dasher boards.

Shanahan said at a press 
conference he had not been 
informed of the financial

City and business leaders 
announced plans last week to 
build the new arena at the 
current site of Kiel Auditori- 
um, using a series of revenue 
bond issues financed by the 
city and Civic Progress, a 
group of 28 major area corpo- 
rations. 

Shanahan has long sought a 
new home for the Blues, who 
currently play at the ‘city- 
owned Arena, 5700 Oakland 
Ave. The Arena will be demol 
ished and redeveloped as part 
of the plan 

The_new arena is slated for 
completion in the fall of 1994 

“We are excited about the 
concept of new arena,”’ 
Shanahan said. ‘‘We hope 
someday the Blues can be a 
part of that.” 

But Shanahan, like Civie 
Progress leaders — who also 
are partners in the Blues 
ownership — steadfastly 
declined to discuss proposed 
restructuring of the team’s 
ownership 

Shanahan said any discus 
sion concerning restructur- 
ing — including reducing his 
leadership role — was private 
information between the part: 
ners. He said there are no 
ongoing discussions about res.

C: Schnellmann, MD, was one of 


~ the most feared persons in this 
area It “came with the territory ~ 


‘of his profession. 

“People used to have a terri- 
ble fear of going to the eye doc- 
tor,”’ said Schnellmann, an oph- 
thalmologist on staff at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center and 
several other hospitals in this 
region. 

“Just the thought of an eye 
operation struck fear in every- 
body’s heart, and they started 
thinking they had to be very 
severely impaired to do any- 
thing,”’ he said. 

But advancements in medicine 
have changed the _ public 
mind-set. Today, cataract sur- 
gery is the most frequently per- 
formed operation in-this country. 

“During the 25 years I have 
been involved ‘in’ general 
front-line eye care, I have seen 
great changes in the (cataract) 
procedure and even in the 
results,"’ said Schnelimann, who 
served as chief of surgery at 
SEMC several times and chief of 
the medical staff once. ‘‘The 
results are so much more pre- 
dictable.”" 

Although he is not sure wheth- 
er he had been the first to per- 
form cataract surgery at St 
Elizabeth, Schnellmann recalled 
nurses in the operating room 
telling him they had never seen 
one done before he did his first 
case. ‘It may well have been 
one of the early ones,” he said. 

Dramatic changes have 
occurred in all phases of oph- 
thalmology, not just in cataract 
removal, Dr. Schnellmann said. 

“Things are*so much better 
than they were; we can do so

Autumn holidays bring happy 
thoughts of succulent treats

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Retired folks are flocking back into work force

LAKE. SAINT. LOUIS _— 
Retired adults returning to the 
work force-on_a_part-time basis 
is becoming a trend that officials 
say likely will extend into the 
next century. 

A gamut of reasons, including 
supplementing low incomes, are 
responsible for the influx of the 
5 ears-and-older population 
seeking employment after retire- 
ment. 

For someone like 60-year-old 
Lake Saint Louis resident Ray 
Hogan, who has worked two or 
more jobs simultaneously since 
ending a stint in the armed 
forces in 1954, returning to the 
work force has satisfied his need 
of “something to do” as well as 
earning him a “‘couple of extra 
dollars" to add to his pension 
incame 

Hogan, a firefighter for the 
city of Berkeley for. 21 years, 
underwent heart surgery that 

forced him into an early retire- 
ment. Because of doctors’ 
orders, he was not allowed to lift 
ov climb, So, after taking a year 
ot-csick leave, he decided his 
néw-found idlenéss was not con- 
duéive to his lifestyle.

‘We are sort of a court of last 
Tresort,*—said- Dr. 
ardson, medical director of the 
Pain Management Program at 
St. Louis University Medical 
Center. “Generally the patients 
have been in treatment for quite 
some time before they come to

Treatment of chronic pain 
must address the patient’s pl 
cal, mental and emotional needs, 
Courtial and Richardson said 
Therefore, doctors from several 
areas of specialty are needed. 
Richardson called the in-pa- 
tient/out-patient Pain Manage- 
ment Program at-St.- Louis Uni- 
versity the most intensive in the 
St. Louis Metropolitan area.

Simple, non narcotic relief— 
This may include ice packs, 
heating pads or simple acupres- 
sure, as well as massage or 
stretching 

Electr modes—Some 
patients wear a TENS,-or-trans- 
cutaneous electro-neural stimula- 
tor, on their belt. The unit is 
attached to electrodes around 
the area of pain, and emits a

to strengthen weakened muscles,

But 
severe thunderstorms can cause 
power outages, and water or 
wind damage to property 

Are your~home and family 
prcpacee, to cope if you are hit

Although we can’t stop 
the forces of nature, here are 
some things you can do to pre- 
pare your home for an emergen-

Prune tree limbs to keep them 
from falling on your home. 

Store candles, matches, a 
flashlight, extra batteries and a 
portable radio in an accessible 
location.

With moldings, 
room looks trim

Make a drab room sparkle 
with moldings. They come in a 
variety “of styles and can add 
glamour to corners, windows, 
doors, ceilings and coors. Pre- 
finished moldings even allow you 
to forget the extra painting and 
staining. For only cents-per-foot, 
do-it-yourselfers ‘can enhance a 
room with extra color and tex- 
ture. 

Installation is simple and 
requires only a. few basic tools: 
a quality. miter box and 
fine-tooth saw, a hammer, finish- 
ing nails, a nail set, a putty-stick 
to match the color of pre-fin- 
ished molding: that you have 
selected. a tape measure and a 
coping saw 


tom of the miter box and w 
across the face. When using 
either method, make clear, thin 
marks on the wood where you 
want to cut before you begin 

Taking the few seconds to 
accurately cut and measure will 
be reflected in the looks of the 
finished product, which will 
adorn your walls for years 

For outside corners, where 
two walls meet. I suggest using 
corner or cap moldings because 
the shapes make your job easier 
Moldings that are not flat should 
be placed in the miter box in the 
same position in which you plan 
to install them 

Using cove moldings for inside 
corners, I butt and nail the 
square end of one molding piece 
into the corner. I then saw the 





fstimating— the —anraunt you 
will need is simple, too. Measure 
the distances you plan to cover 
with the molding. I round each 
length I measure into whole feet, 
increasing the figure. This gives 
me a little extra room in case of 
minor error 

A few time-tested tips will 
help make your finished molding 
installation look professional 

When making a miter. cutting 
the angle across each piece of 
molding. accuracy yields the 
best results Measure once, 
twice or 20 times until you are 
sure of yourself and then cut 

There are two ways to miter 
properly. First, while holding, the 
moidmy against the miter ‘box, 
saw across the thickness. The 
second method allows you to 
hold the molding flat on the bot- 


prece—at—as-degree 
angle to reveal the profile of the 
molding. I fasten that piece over 
my table or workbench edge and 
carefully saw along the profile 
shape, keeping my coping saw in 
a vertical position. The final cut 
should be on the outside edge of 
the profile shape to fit perfectly 
with the matching flat piece that 
it joins. Any little discrepancies 
caused by Sawing can be neatly 
sanded. When selecting your 
molding, keep this technique in 
mind. It is more difficult to cut 
complex molding shapes. 

Using these molding tips, your 
room should be fit and trimmed 
in reeord time. If you have ques- 
ons about moldings, call me ‘at 
Central Hardwar Mr. Tinker 
Hotline, 946-3000, I'd be happy to 
help.

Attraction,” for which Lyne was 
nominated for a best director 
Oscar, many critics thought his 
talent was limited. The catch of 
“Flashdance” was supposed to

impact were not on target, he 
said, There was much, much 
‘more substance to ‘‘Fatal 
Attraction.”

(1918-1990) left a legacy that 
encompasses many forms of 
music that can be enjoyed on 
video, including Broadway musi- 
eals, film seores, opera aad clas- 
sical orchestral works.
